NETA1>A'» JUDICIARY SI STEM. 


Senator Dennis, in his Tusoarora 


Times Review says: "An amend- 
ment to the Constitution was intro- 
duced 
in the Stats Senate last 


Winter, 
changing onr Judiciary 


system to one similar in character to 
that of the Territories o! the United 
States. It provided for the election 
of five Judges, who sitting in bano, 
comprised the Supreme Gourfc of the 
State, while each member was as- 
signed a district where he hod the 
same authority and performed 
the 


game duties as a present District 
Judge. Several of the smaller States 
are BOW working under that system, 
and it has been found to operate suc- 
cessfully both in a judicial and eco- 
nomic point of -view. It is only a 
few years ago since the Court busi- 
ness in Massachusetts became so 
voluminous that it was deemed ad 
visable to abandon this system for a 
more elaborate and expensive one. 
There are several Territories of 
larger population and greater area 
than the State of Nevada which have 
oaly three United States Judges 
each, who transact all of the busi- 
ness pertaining to tho Supreme and 
District Courts, and in a manner 
fully as satisfactory to the people aa 
the same work, more expensively 
performed, is accomplished in this 
State. If Utah, Montana, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Washington and Dakota 
can get along satisfactorily with 
three Judges with salaries less than 
$3,000 each, certainly this Common- 
wealth ought to be fully equipped 
•with five at 85,000 each. During 
the discussion of the amendment in 
the Senate, it was clearly shown that 
the change would save directly to 
the people of the State nearly 8400,- 
000 per year, while the indirect sav- 
ing would amount to nearly as much 
more. It was furthermore argued, 
and we believe logically, that a 
higher order of legal ability in the 
aggregate would be secured for the 
Bench than is now attainable under 
the present system. The amendment 
passed the Senate by a large major- 
ity, bat like every other of any really 
practical merit which was proposed, 
it failed to pass the Assembly, and 
BO the project was defeated.

The picture a corres pendent of the 


New York Timts draws of social and 
political conditions in the Territory of 
Wyoming is dark and gloomy. It is es- 
timated that five-sixths of the popula- 
tion of the Territory live in the string 
of towns lying along the Hue of the 
Union Pacific Kailroad. The peoplo 
generally are intelligent and progres- 
sive. The leading citizens of Cheyenne 
and other principal places are rich, 
traveled, drossy, gossipy, virtuous aud 
well housed. 
The unploasing side of 


the picture can not be tald in n few 
words. Cheyenne has thirty intamoua 
houses, forty licensed whisky shops 
and nine gambling rooms where gaining 
is openly advertised and carried on; 
the county jail is ou iron cage, uafit for 
the confinement of humnn creatures, 
and there are no poor houses. The 
political system may be described (is in- 
decent and corrupt. Primary elections 
are faroial, and regular elections held 
under the organized law oi thn Terri- 
tory aro a burlesque. These facts are 
collected by the correspondent of the 
Times, with a view to ascertaining what 
influncea upon the American political 
system is exerted by women who have 
the right to vote. Female suffrage has 
existed in Wyoming siaoe 1869. As u 
matter of fact, women are now never 
seen in the jury box, and do not ask for 
or obtain office. 
Their sharo in popu- 


lar suffrage is contained in occasionally 
voting aud administering the laws, mak- 
ing nominations, formulating political 
platforms, or taking the stump in the 
election canvass. By the enfranchise- 
ment of woman, writes this stern politi- 
cal moralist, corruption, trickery, fraud 
and vice, as political forces already ex- 
isting, have been reinforced by weak- 
ness, indifference, ignorance, cowardice 
and imbecility.

marine bicycles, imported by Clarence 


Arpor from Portsmouth, N. H., 


whure they aro 
manufactured. This 


curious orrift takes its name from the 
lad that tho rider is seated in a saddle, 
propels, by meau of crunk, pedals and 
iteers with a positive tiller all of which 
iro precisely like those ia use on a bi- 
cycle. It is a combination of catamaran, 
rail boat and marine propeller. Each 
bout consists of two white pine floats, 
twenty feet long and seven inches wide, 
placed three feet apart and connected 
by four cross bars of oak . Each float 
consists of four air-tight compartments, 
and draws from two to tbreo inches of 
water. Over tho two center croaa burs 
is an apparatus whicb looks like tho 
bar and saddle of a bicycle. Tho pedal 
cranks are geared to turn a shaft run- 
ning from under tho rider, and between 
the floats, to a screw propeller located 
between the two stern ends ot the 
floats, 
Tho tiller 
turns 
a rudder 


placed still nft 
of 
tho 
propeller. 


After mounting the saddle, the rider 
proceeds exactly as if ho were ou a bi- 
cycle, finding no difficulty, however, to 
back, by reversing tho motion c* tho 
pedals. 
There is ono overwhelming ad- 


vantage in the little craft over the road- 
propeller, it don't buck, can't throw 
tho riders, nor capsize. An arrange- 
ment under control of the rider lifts tho 
propeller aud rudder out of water when 
a shoal is to be crossed, and to aid iu 
crossing, a little paddle is carried. 
Over the rider, supported by a rod con- 
tinuing up from the tiller post, is an 
awning, which, at will, can be con- 
verted into a sail when favoring wind 
suggests, a rest for tho legs. A number 
of people, auiong them, some of Oak- 
land's crack bicyclists, tried the novel 
crafts yesterday, aud the effect, when a 
rider was some distance off, was ab- 
surdly as though the rider was calmly 
walking ou the water. 
Some of those 


who experimented yesterday, announced 
their intention of crossing the bay on 
the marine bicycle. Tho Eugliah chan- 
nel has already been crossed by them, 
aud riders have ventured out miles on 
the Atlantic Ocean with them, so that 
there is no reason why a bicycle race 
to ths Farrallonoa should not be an 
event of the near future.

28th ixnd tbeu evening star. If we class 
the planets according to the interest at- 
tached Ao their movements during the 
month, Saturn will undoubtedly win 
first place. Oa the 28th, at 11 o'clock 
irnthe evening, Saturn is in opposition 
to the sun, reaching his culminating 
point iu suvs and brilliancy for the pres- 
ent year. Ho is then opposite tbe sun, 
rising when the sun sets and setting 
when tho sun ris-is. This is the point 
in his orbit when he is nearest thfl' 
earth, thus accounting for the splendor 
of his appearance. 
A straight line 


drawn from the sun to the earth would, 
if extended, pnss through Saturn. 
In- 


stead or being 1,014,000,000 miles from 
the earth, his conjunction is 831,000,000 
miles. Bat his nearness to us is not 
the only reason for hia beautiful ap- 
pearance. His rings are open nearly to 
their widest extent, and his approach- 
ing perihelion, which, while bringing 
him more than 100,000,000 miles nearer 
the sun than when' in npheJian, brings 
him also nearer to the earth. He will, 
therefore, be a superb object for obser- 
vation during the month, being above 
the horizon nearly the entire night, 
and needing no one to point him out as 
bo pursues his shining course near the 
Pleiades .»»"* Aldebaran. Clear-sighted 
observers w"ho can detect one or more of 
Jupiter's mi/ons with' the naked eye,, 
may see him in' aa elongated form, on 
account of his widely open rings. A
